nor its, everlasting day is suitable for 
any form of life. It seems to have 
nogatmosphere. 

Venus—I:1 size, mass, density and 
surface xravity it greatly resembles 
the earth. It has a dense, cloud- 
filled atmosphere. The whole 
question as to life on Venus turns 
on the problem as to the length of 
Venus’s day. If its day equals its 
year, that planet must be utterly des- 
olate. The question is still an open 
one, though the evidence favors the 
belief that the day and the year of 
Venus are of equal length. 


Mars — There undoubtedly are 
strong markings on Mars, but astron- 
omers are not agreed as-to whether 
the markings are natural or artificial 
canals or mere earthquake. cracks. 
The Martian atmosphere is rare and 
there are no permanent bodies of 
water on the planet. There {snot 
enough water on the whole of Mars to 
fill one of the American great lakes. 
The so-called polar ice caps and frost 
on Mars may be deposits of carbon 
dioxide. The bes: that can be said 
is that wn-le the temperature on Mars 
very low there may be on that plan- 
et, to a limited extent, the conditions 
essential to life—probably only vez- 
etable and animal life, but no beings 
of intelligence. 


Mirrors at Street Corners

ing any oncoming traffic several a‘:- 
cidents and narrow escapes have «c- 
curred at that point. Since the salr- 
ror has been fixed he has not hecrd 
of anything approaching an accid:nt. 
‘lhe damp, mist, rain or frost have 
no ill-effects on the mirror, which 1s 
occasionally cleaned by a _ passing 
lamplighter when cleaning his lamps. 
At Malmesbury, in Wiltshire, a mirror 
five by eight feet in size, supported on 
standards so that its top is 15 feet 
above the street, occupies an angwlar 
position ct the apex of a closed right 
curve.
